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GENERAL MANAGER HAYS ON THE 


PRAIRIE 
(Toronto Globe) 


A fw days ago Mr.Charies M. Hays, | 


general manager of the Grand Trunk 
Railway System and president of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, 
completed a journey from Fort Wil- 
liam to Edmonton, along the line of the 
Nationa! Transcoritinental Railway. The 
object of the trip was to ascertain from 
present conditions whether the new line 
would be sufficiently advanced to take 
part in the transportation of the wheat 
crop of 1907, and Mr. Hays, after a 
clo3zé personal inspection, gives the mest 
positive assurance that it will be so. 
He declines quite naturally to fix a 
precise date for the entry of the rail- 
way. into Edmonton. 

The part of the journey from Port- 
age to Kdmonton was made in a very 
Primitive fashion under the personal! 
guidance o: the successive contractors. 
At times they varied the riding by an 
enforced walk, and it took tnem ten 
days to traverse the section covered by 
the first contract. The whole trip or 
over seven hundred miies, occupied sev- 
enteen days of actual travelling, which 
was a very tair ratte of progress un- 
der rré ¢:cum terces. Mr. Hays is to 
be congratulated on having seen the 
prairie under conditions so favorable, 
and he seems to have made good use 
of his opportunity. 

One o: the most interesting discoy- 
eries made by the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific president was the eagerness and 
eonfidence oO: the settlers who are 
crowding in along the line of the raii- 
way. Any kind of temporary shelter 
seryes their immediate purpose, and 
they express their willingness to wat 
the completion of the road to get in 
materials for more satisfactory  resi- 
dences. Some of these robust pioneers 
are Canadians and Americans with both 
money and experience, and they are 
making profitable use of the latter 
while waiting a chance to expend the 
former to the best advantage. Con- 
firming the testimony of many others, 
Mr. Hays giys ths region between fas- 
katoon and Edmontoneis as fine a 
farming country as there is in the 
world.

“power in Cleveland is strikingly il-

“prise more than fifteen per cent. of 
“the city’s voting strength. They ap- 
“pear to have developed, moreover, a 
*taste for official positions and office- 
“holding that makes them a still more 
“Important factor than their voting 
“strength would indicate, and at the

“they are adapting themselves to the 
“conditions that prevail in the land of 
“their adcption.”’ 

Concluding a column in similar
